I aaid that there should not 
be a subject to day on which I would make a con- 
troversial remark, audi am not going to deport from 
that rule, though I am going to make » lemark on 
the subject oftluiob-iates. My opinion, on church, 
ratea ore well known, I hold that the carrying of a 
measure for the tela! and unconditional abolition of 
ehurch-rntea would be a sigriat hlaw to the alliance 
between Church and State, and that under no con- 
ceivable ciicumatancea— at least, under no circuin- 
etencti that I csn conceive— should it be conceded, 
(Cheeri.) Hut there it a general opinion that legls- 
lalien on the subject of churcb>rates is necessary and 
desirable, and that, without any relinquishment 
of principlE, the law may be improved and adapted to 
existing circutneuuicis. He tito ; only thia J would 
venture to impress most earnestly on all Churchmen 
who may bo present — and perhaps I may pre hu toe te- 
sty on some who are not here — that if there is to be 
legislation «m church-rates, none can be s ausfaetory 
which is not introduced with, the authority at her 
iM sieety* s Government. Sure I am that no member 
of rarllament, wh alter ho aits in the Lord! or the 
Commons con with hit own rceoureee and on his own 
reBponeibility succeed in such an enterprise.

The care of Ihe future belongs to the Parisians 
themselves ; if they ore eatianed to go on aa they ore, 
we have no right to tell there to do othervrist. But 
the post la the property of the whole world : it be.

attempted to examine its details, them is no reason 
why we should not do JO for our own instruction! 
they might be offended if we presumed to aiy for

The question is triple. " How has it been done— 
w hat has it coat—and whereinitgoingto end i" We 
will look at each port aepsrately. 

How has it heeu done : 

The Improvetnenta of Pari! haTe been ordered by 
an absolute Government, whole objeci and interest it 
. wu m adnm the capital and to nrovida aurc living frir 
its population by the creation ofconatant work, f hey 
have been directed and partly aiiecuted by fe munici- 
pal adriuniatntioti named by the State, which, while 
obeying the arders it has received, haa been stimulated 
to exaggeration by the inevitable ambitiouprnuociat- 
ing ifa memory with the immensity of the results it 
has attained. They have been developed beyond all 
measure by the incredible rite which they have pro. 
duced in the value of laud, and by the pioflu which 
Ihey hive suddenly created in favour of those who 
have been mixed up in their execution. If the 

milling public had not been stlrAOted to the opera- 
tion the State fend tho town atone couldnever have per* 
formed > tenth part of what his been already done; 
but they called speculation to their aid, and ft hat 
.cans with lucli ■ rush that one-balf nf the destruc- 
tion of the last nine yeaxt la the voluntary ict oaT the 
hauiEOwuers th emsElves. The tMaie and tho prefect 
eet the avalanche rolling, but others have helped them 
to puah it on, and if it baa come down on the people's 
heads it ia not the sole fault of the Government.

" Until * few j care ago building in Pari! was a 
purely ptirite affair. A proprietor restored an old 
houbt-, or luilt a new one on unoccupied ground, A 
builder put up n block bi the hopes of. Kiting it at a 
profit! But in each case the proprietor ot the builder 
tcok account of the habits end necessities of the in- 
habiiantanf the cjutitcr. If they built to the Fau- 
bourg St, Honote, they put up a huge hotel in dressed 
atone ; if they iottnet themtetvei in a trading ncigh- 
bfrnrhood, the houae web in rubble; in each case it 
wit planned to meet the wants of its special class of 
tenants. 

"Lntteily, a different system baa been followed. 
The deatiuctian ar construction of an enure district 
bee been decreed ti nritn-i, tod in order to hurt the 
money tc quired for auch a heavy undername, the 
municipality generally tieati with a powerful com- 
pany pcetEEeinj; targe capital And this u how tile 
thing is done : 

"The company, which ia diiectedby very clever 
people, and which employs engineers nnd architect! 
of talent, tubmiie to the adnuniatietion the plana 
which it baa imagined for the creation of a new 
quarter, If there is any chance . of their being adop- 
ted, the couusny buys before, hand, quietly and con- 
dition ally, all the land and buildings which lie in, the 
icsd of the projected woik, Ai the owner! have no 
notion of the grand dettiny reserved to their prooertj, 
they tell it it a reasonable price. As soon as the plan 
il adopted, the Mmihtir announce! what is to be ex- 
ecuted, and then tltenrice jumps up. We know of 
cajtta where the land was bought ny the itxetaitintt 
company jtt! per squsie yard, and waa re.aoid by it 
at £10. . '

With loud costing ao dear fand it il generally far 
above these rates), it is natural to try to make it good 
use of it, Eo a grind house in carved atone is put 
upon K, and aa the house, therefoie, casta a rouiicfer.

should be let at an exceedingly high rent. 

" The person who at I ail huya the house as an 
invfeuntnt," takes it at a price which coven nil the 
profits previously realised by the company, the land 
speculator, and the builder ; he only gets out of it a 
fair inteteat for hit money.". 

This quotation gives a fair general idea of hot? It

The ten 
houses of the left side of the Hue Homfort, which 
were destroyed to put that quiet street Into the line 
required, cost alone £11&,OO0. What incredible folly \ ■ 
We asked how hoe it been dono i It bos been done 
by the atrong hand of irresponsible power ; 'it has 
been carried out by obedient and irresponsible in- 
struments ; St ha! been becked up and developed by 
furious private speculation ; it has been done reck, 
lessly and wildly, without measure or prudence, and 
everywhere at once. The town has been ernbelliahed, 
Ihe streets widened, end circulation rendered mora 
eeay, hut the poor have been driven out, Heaven 
knowa where, and the middle classes hare been loaded 
withchatgea which theyoannot bear; it is true that 
ihe rich have been magnificently lodsted, and that the 
lucky people who have dealt in land htve made : so 
much money that tbs world fe glad to take its hat of 
whenitmeeta them, and envlea their rapid fortune, 
Such ia the morality ef the moment. 
WAat hat it epr 1 1 

The coat of the improvement! of Parla is not com- 
posed solely of traceable items of expenditure, The 
apparent outlay, officially acknowledged, la compara- 
tively nothing. But the unseen out it incredibly 
enormous ; it amounts to a Hum which figure! hardly 
express and th e head hardly realise! . And thii yaat ex* 
pinditureiJI'not fcil, therein the (social hnd sanitary price 
which ia paid aa well. The Fatifllann— Jor i t snust be 
home in mind that it all fall* on tbena — not only pay 
in hard cuh and in every form for their splendid 
street* and flowery square., not only does their dinner 
coat them more because the octroi dues are Tailed ia 
order to provide for the taoreaaed expenditure of the 
town, not only ia their rent tripled alneo 1SG1 because 
the. value of property hut sane up in that proportion, 
but, though they can live In more gorgeous houae* 
and in grander rooms (provided they pay for them), 
their conditions of Existence ore beginning to tie mo- 
dified, and their health will probably ultimately suffer 
from the VBJOUB consequenoea of the system punned 
ouring the fast nine, ye ore. These axe big sounding 
words to apply to the results of atTes-E-huilding [ 
time will anow whether they are true.

Zealand. "It will well repay the moat careful 
perusal, 11 saya our antipodean COntemportEy, lp and 
show* that thn policy which the Opposition to the 
Gtsiford Government has been to unjusdy aecuaed of 
adyucaliog on mere factioue ground* is that which in 
ita brood outlines euggested itself to a statesmen, of 
acknowledged ability like Sir W . Henjoon, one who 
pOEficered the advantage nf a alight personal acquaint- 
ance with Hew Zealand, combined with that of it 
aevtral yeara' residence in Australia, a residence 
atifflottntly near to become cognisant of the current 
history of New Zealand, and yet sufficiently far 
off lo he removed from local bias. ' It is' difficult to 
sec that Sir "W. Uonlson's approval of a policy foe 
New Zealand necessarily proeee it to be right. His 
" ability" may bo u acknowledged" — by none more 
fully than by himself— but tutoly terns peraonal ex- 
perience of Maori mottera wot requisite before he un- 
dertook to pronounce oracularly upon thorn, and -the 
" Opposition to the Stafford government " triumph- 
antly paraded his: utterance aa an unanswerable ^pse 
tfrxit. The SiamineT very prudently does, not specify 
the extent of file William's " slight personal ec- 
quaintanCe 11 with blew Zealand, tl is so esrj/.allght, 
waa acquired in such a mere flying, visit, that ita 
being even mentioned ia most amusing.' In "Lie 
sjovemmente of Tasmania and New South Wales, 
bit William Denison had no deulinga .with, 
aboriginal* in any way nnalcjguua to thoae which ■ 
Governor of New Zealand mutt carry on ; and 1 as 
for hie proximity's enabling him " to become eog- 
susant of the leureenv history of new Zealand,"" ne 
might have become just as. cogniaant of it If he had 
chosen to read the New Zealand pipera in England. 
The only ditTerence would have he en that' he would 
have got them once a month, Instead of once a week 
or fortnight. Finally, it ia not true that Sii William 
Denlson 1* free from bias. Ha hat a very atronaj 
Anglican bias, and, therefore, naturally enough .idea 
with Bishop Belwyn against the New 2calrind 
se'ttlerr, 

The former filial relation of New Zealand to 
New South Wales being remembered, and also 
the fact that Sir William hod sent his " daw 
Gove Browne " material aid before he preffcred 
mental help, hn may not, perhaps, be " deemed to 
have meddled in a matter "~ in which' he bad no con- 
cern whatever. Still we fancy that hia brother Go- 
vernor must have resented the higr-boy-to.little-boy 
tone which his correspondent adopted, .Colonel 
Browne had expressed sen opinion that certain docu- 
ment!, drawn up by his responsible adviser*, which 
be forwarded to Sir William Penieon, wereyery valu- 
able. With the contemptuous compassion of a ctm- 
nnieeur to whom au art-ignoramus proudly show* ■ 
daub he baa bought for a Raphael, Sir William 
Denison enured his friend that "he was quite mis- 
taken—that Ihe laid dccurnente were worthless.

Nevt rlheleee, he authoritatively declared that " those 
vicwa and opiniana were more clear, and based upon 
sounder principles" than those of Colonel Browne'i 
reepontible advisers. IiVyp. the Colonel must follow 
the counsel or an adviser who wsa tref tcsponiibto, 

Two of 1 trade proveibi ally caunat agree. Sir Wil- 
liam chose to suppose that Colonel Browne'a New 
Zealand advisers had exceeded their function! In bay* 
ipg anything to say on » Maori question, and accord- 
ingly gave a bit at theii forwardnesa, " Tttoy ara in 
noway therepteicntatlvea" of the natives, he informed 
Colonel Browne, who, of course, required light at (a 
the true character or the Government of which ho 
wne the head from hi* far. seeing friend at Sydney. 
In. the memorandum which Sir William Denison was 
criticialng, this passage (p. 14, of tho Blue Boole)' 
occurs. : — ''The colonists, a* a body, are in no degree 
iff poL.:iHe, directly or through their representatives, 
for the eiisiing state of affair*. They have never hid 
the direction of native policy, noi hive they dictated, 
or even Euggested, the acts of the Imperial Oovern. 
sent in its relations with the atatlrei ; but they en* 
ptoye of the stand made by hit ixctlicncy In the 
Toranriki ■ cue, and ore naturally willing, aa their 
p»atnt attitude prove., to risk life itulfiu the main, 
juiuoeof the Queen's feulhoiity over the Ldunda of 
New Zealand," 

Thia BEemi to hive been what Sir William Denison 
had in hi* mind when be wrote " the viswa and 
opinions of your reepomible adrisrra are, to all *p- 
neaiance, confined to these— ftrst, thut they nus>htta 
nave something to tay in the discussion 
of questions having reference to the natives (of 
whom. I may observe, by the way, they 
(ue in no way representatives)." "When Sir 
William, unstksd, ill no way a tesreseniaiive of the 
native!, end irrerponaible, waa urging Colonel Urcwno 
to inflect a complete revolution iu the relittona of the 
Meoii ond Ike Britith Ctown, ft wu rather hard that 
he rhould snub Colonel Browne'! reapanaible advisers, 
who had been requested to give an opinion on the 
hlanii crisii, for endeavouring to Btrengineii the hand* 
of bis Excellency without impugn tag ihe right of the 
Imperial Government to manage Maori mntteis in the 
old mermer, according to its awn pleasure solely. Jta 
doubt, however, tile New Zealandeti u-ttjtd {ike lo 
have a voice tn ' Maori nutter*. Against thia 
change Sir William penieon brines the old objection 
that a local Legislature, in ita eagerness to ucquiretho 
Jlaorita" land, would treat thcni with injustice.

'Wbtitever wo may devise "or 
ottempt, we fear we raiiat calculato that a lareo 
number of persons will defend upon' clurity, 
and .they commonly those whoso only claim, ii 
that they ore human beings. In this country 
we Iisto no legal provision for the poor, .and 
to such a Trieamc there would be oiftred a 
Tigorous oppoEition. , We have formed our 
views ofsncil provision, no doubt, under the 
recuUeclion'of.the English poor-law. " 

Dr. CiiAt,S[Eit3, in his- celebrated work, 
confirmed the .antipathy . to legal interpo- 
sition. To us; however, it appears ' that a 
hfiol provision for the poor is n most 
uEcosBBiy iaslitutian, provided there be united 
rtilb U a legal control which shall gave it from 
abuse. Society has never ustd its full rights, 
and thus (here are numbers in most miserable 
isolation, and for whom no man cares j while, 
on the other hand, n culpable lasity indulges 
tlis vicious habits of the baser Dirt af the 
people to their oV.ll. and to their .country's 
shame and ruin: It wilt be qiute fate Cor' 
iocicly lo .say to every' man, we . have 
taken caro thalt you shall not- starve 
in b. Christian - land, bnt ^either 
shall you violatu the plainest dictates of decency 
and huniariity. You shall not bring, up.your 
family in a. miserable peslilontial hole; you 
shall not suffocate them in a blind alley ; you 
shall not gather around your door a heap of 
ruhbiah odious !o the sight, to the nostrils, and 
calculated to poison the neighbourhood. : Thq 
power of 1 Government to enforce stringent 
sanitary rules, nod to protect the younger 
members of society from destructive intliionces," 
must exist Bide by aide with .its obligation to 
administer help, and to avert starvation. 

The poor-law of England was cruelly: 
abused, ttdj doubt, but tUo master 
abuse ■ arose .out oT the difficulties of 
settlement, and out of tlia application 
of money u* moke up the deficiency of wages. 
Vet the poor-law lias been nevertheless the glory' 
of_ Old England. Where no such benign in- 
stitution exists, an army of beggars endangers 
society and renders it loathsome. Always pre- 
pared for turbulence, thev are incapable of 
civil rights, and have proved frequently the 
vilest 0 gents of despotism. Doullless, it should 
be the aim of colonial society to lemove all 
those causes which encourage pauperism; but, 
after the utmost effort, pauperism will still 
remain, and it is extremely questionable whether 
a desultory, spontaneous, and often most mis- 
taken charity ■ does .not rather aggravate 
the mischief— whether it does not leave un- 
noticed and without resource k vast 
number of cases that require most Jhe interpo- 
sition, of charity, an si whethor there are 
not constantly dropping dawn into the depths 
below msny who afterwards swell the volume of 
habitual and incurable pauperism, 
, In the colonies, as' at ' home, a considerable 
number of persons become paupers from the 
natural decline of their strength, A weak and 
sged man soon finds chut he is not wanted. 
■What ia to become of him when past labour ? 
" He should have provided beforehand," says 
the political economist. But these rigorous 
dogmas, will -never have any large influence 
upon mankind, and thus the fact 
itself will . remain lo be dealt with 
after those who never knew practical 
aeltdonial have exhausted -all their "saws" 
and " instnness." Poor old 1 people will still 
need -the sympathy of the generation in the 
midat of which they seem to have survived too 
loiag Hie multitudes of their contemporaries. 
The ehancea of Ufa are too few to make the pro- 
portion of aged dependants a vety severe 
burden. Yet, now very Isvgc a proportion of a 
colony ore ia a station of life which docs not 
preclude the possibility of such dependence ? 
How few men, so situated, have not felt anxious 
lOBt in their old ago or that of their wirea, they 
should te homeless or be heaped together with 
others in one moss of infirmity and decTentitiide? 
It would be n very widely extended consolation 
to know that .11 citizen long established 
would be provided for decently in destitution 
and decline—that he would not he separated 
from his wife that he would liave some dis- 
tinct shelter which he could stilt call home ; 
that common necessaries would be silpptiodj 
and that the last hours of life would not be 
harassed eilher by the dries of children or the 
habits and lsngu ago of the base' and wicked. 
Multitudes in the rural parishes of linglani 
spend thus (lis evening of life, and save the 
country the disgrace and humiliation of aban- 
doning . oltl Age to the agonies of fruitless 
labour and pinching poverty. 

Wc have a, slrong conviction that some day 
or other the whole qocilion of pauperism must 
be dealt with under a general law,' Subscrip- 
tions succeed only in limitotl communities, be- 
cause' men' 'never make great sacrifices 
except' to relievs" distress which' appeals 
£» ! their own senses, and , in behalf 
of .persona who- are individually known. 
WiieD 1 . , ■masses: have ■ to ' bo, dealt with;

It 
is then fair that tlio wiiole people should con- 
tribute (o tliachareo a common duty. It is 
riBceesBTy that a burden too heavy to- be bnrno 
by pnvslo chanty should be undertaken by the 
State. Whenever the lina arrives th* Govern- 
ment nmat act through il? own ngont, that it 
may be in a concliiioii to enforce its mrn rules, 
aud to obvialc the partiality by which public 
funds w,l be s lway B perverted where the 
responsibility for their distribution is romole. 

We do not inquire, for it is a bootless inves- 
tigation, whether society is justified in suiran- 
deririg the question of pauperism to chance and 
leaving misery to the succour of spontaneous 
chanty. It has been laid down by soius ambers 
that i«an has a right to demand subsistence of 
his fellow man as the very essence of the com- 
pact by iviiich. they live to E etbor in subjection 
lo law. On the other hand, it has been denied 
lit at any human being possesses an ubitract 
tight to anything for which he has not per 
sonally laboured. It seems to us that any 
public policy must establish itsolf between (heso 
extremes. 

As smaller of fact, no great number of per- 
sons wdl submit to starv e where relief is acces- 
sible. It is to meet a clear, palpable necessity 
that society caacta its laws. It neglects theory 
and abstraction to deal with fact. It is tha 
interest of the whole community that there 
should bo eflecltiul relief to inevitable poverty— 
lint there should he vigorous repression of mon- 
dial)' and imposture, and that those shameful 
scenes which have been disclosed, as much 
signalised by vice as by destitution, should dis- 
appear from among us. We are wedded to no 
method ns in every ease applicable, but we 
strongly suspect that tlio time is not far distant 
when pauperism will ho too formidable for nay 
of our present agencies, and will require a treat, 
ment far more comprehensive and energetic, and 
therefore, impartial and humane.

look upon with aficetlan when ho wis itumpcd out 
and handed ovet te the undertaker.'' Diickel is 
another ailair altogetlier'j it used to ba game, and 
now It ia earnest; hall-piactlee, pretty oonatdernbly 
moredantcrouattinn duelling. On n-litig has gottc ahead 
al a fearful pace, and it is nf the herd it goes 11 ofton 
as not, er the batsman's evrn proper dump] upon 
which he standi! instead o r thos e he stan ds by.

It baits hat 
little to reiterate the circumstances under which Ihea e 
players uavomade tlieir appearance amongst as, ft 
was an olijeot long and eirneitly dciircd by every 
paitoa of thegamo, both in Yictarls aad Now South 
J Walei, that tho colonial players should have an ep- 
poituaity of testier; thoit skill with their British 
brethren— to defeat tham. if poniible, for this was 
itradly anticipated inaomt: quarters— Dr if not, at Least 
to convince tliem this wc ludsome little toys and 
knowledge of the play, and that English skill had not 
degenerated at the antipodes. 

Tho obstacle, and di fficulties which were encoun- 
tered iu carrying out tide ambitious 'desire, are woll 
known to most our af readers, certs inly to all the 
oritkoting portion of ibcm. Wo need not now 
recount tho various totiemei whleh ware sugexstcd, 
md which fell through one after another for bringing 
out an English clevca. Tha object had well nigh 
acen absndoacd, when tint now famous firm or Spiers 
and Fond (two gentlemen, by the way, in whom the 
ncbairus iratire faculty app eari t o be la rgel y do velnped) 
Mac to the rescue, and, trusting to tha well-known 
liberality of their fellow colonials, at once overtime 
all obstacles by embarking tome 470110 Dr ,£3000 In 
lie venture. Many predicted that, bs a speculation, 
the thing would prove a failure j but it Is gratifying 
to knew tint tlieie predictions hacebecn (abided, and 
that, so far from rtheir latino by their novel and 
spirited undertaking, the firm arc likely to realise a 
handsome profit, lor their IroublB, 

Our columns not long since recordsd the pre- 
eminent success which attended the series of matches 
played in Victoria, as also the kind and open, hcartvd t 
recaption wliich was every where gi ten to tho crickitera 
of the old country oa their arrival ; and we need 
hardly say, that a no Lees kindly rtieating has overy- 
whero been given to them in this the oldest and 
mother colony af the group. Ia fact, from the period 
of their landing tlieir progress lias been marked by a 
display of Bnthmiaaaiwhiciintait, wc think, hive been 
embarrassing to them. From t&e numbor of invitations 
to dinners and ovations which have pouted in upon 
tliem, some of our good citizens must have Imagined 
cither that tbey had been thoroughly starved on the 
vojagc, cr that tliey wees favoured with moat 
capacious stomachs. It la a fact, we believe, that tho 
gallant- fellows were compelled to do no less thaa 
four several leasts on the first day of arrival. The 
klndneia, therefore, must have been not' a little cruel, 
bat Of wmr.ii it m received in tha Birao generous 
BTiirit that It wai offered.

highly delighted with Byilncy and in iuhibitsnu, 
tho place ill their estimation more closely lesemb line 
town a in the Old country than any which thoy have 
hitherto hod on opportunity of seeing. 

Of the play we cannot at prcaent ssy much, the 
mnich being as It were only just commcoced. Our 
players have aeon enough, however, to convince thorn 
that they have a great desl to learn, particularly lu 
the maeteryof the bat.

By . tho hy, there was a con- 
siderable amount of .ijuiet grumbling that this 
celebrated structure should have been thrown open 
lo many who wore upon it. It hib supposed lo ha 
TOEloly for USmbers of tha Legislature \ but this 
arraugcniont whs certainly not adhered to. It matters 
ol course tut little who availed themselves of ita uio, 
but the departure' In question, win pretty 
freely commented upon by those who arc gener- 
olly denominated "the outside ' public." There 
was one thing wc may observe which was very incon- 
venient in connection with this partioulnr stand— the 
large urea of space railed off in front of It, which could 
Ul bo spared when such crowds were to ho accommo- 
dated with standing roooi. However, wo leave tho 
matter to Mr- Dsiglcith aud the gentlEman who are 
immediately Interested to acltle as best they may. 

With regard to the general arrangements of the 
ground, we can only ante (hat nothing could have 
been more satisfactory. The small admission lee was 
ihcerfully paid by all, aad from Ilist to last perfect 
Older and good feeling were paramount. The booth- 
SeepetB— some lea in number — did a tolerably good 
butincas, but nevertheless, very few cases ot eiccsa 
werctotwmctwith. TlieeKl'usionofvclilolosproved 
a wtie precaution, and it Is doubtless to this in some 
meoBtira ive muat attribute the fact that no single 
accident cr casualty ot any kind occurred, either as 
the people tank up their position, pouring In la 
crowds from every portion of the city, or when tho 
dcaaemasa separated al ihe eloso of the play aad dis- 
persed hotnewaiiU. 

Whether i t was from the u ilciji ectc d large attendance 
or not wc cannot pay, but certain tt la, there did not 
appear in he a suflioient supply ef edibles an the 
ground, aud in tbc tew planes where piovcadcr wai 
obtainable the tariff appeared to hive been fined at a 
rather e*t*FBiV0 rait. Seven shillings aad slap eaca 
Tor the underdone wing of a fowl ia rathot too much, 
and wo should strongly advise the aatcrcrs to adhere 
to tlte old-established rale ef five shillings, la one 
or two cases the tables were laid tit a bountiful man- 
ner, and of coutie our remarks do not apply to these, 
but to the ordinary ■■ racecourse luncheon," . aa it ts 
called. Mr, Poehlman's hoitlery, at whioh tho liyil 
teams were regaled, was supplied with every delieaey, 
Includuig the luxury of ice, and to all appearance ihe 
proprietor had no reason to corapliin of a want ot 
patronage. Oihei EBtablishmcnls also did E ood 
business ; but these were for the most part llraiterl to 
the sale of liquid refreshments. 

It was arranged that the play should carameoce 
punctually at noon, and shortly before that hour his 
Excellency the Governor and party arrived, and took 
up their itatien in the box specialty fitted up 
for them, their approach to the ground being heralded 
by the performance by a brass bud of tho ffalioail 
Anthem. , 

Amongst minor matters we may state that the 
Pat Boy waa amongst Ihe aluracttotu on the ground, 
though hy what mean, ho was erer sijueeied thrbugh 
the entrance gate, we are at a loss to imagine. , We 
bad also fruitmec and cake-stmlla, and 11 Oorvect-oard- 
of. the, players " men, and a host of little Adjuncts 
generally accompanying all public recreations. 

Before proceeding (a give a ispott of the play, we 
beg to Teturn our acknowledgments to Messrs, Spiers 
and Fond, and lo their indefatigable agent sir. Dind, 
for tho assistance Tendered to our reporters, in the 
securing space for their lent. Credit is also due to 
theoffiolala and to the police Ctnough (ho active intet-, 
fcronco of the latter was not once rotiulred) for the 
admirable manner iu which the gioaud wis kept, 
thereby securing a fair Held for all parties.

Il appcara that the required deposit of £2400 
was received from, and the ncceBBirj' permis- 
sion given to, Mr. Hodgson, by the Qovern- 
rnent, (brougd tlie acting (mmEgratiad agent, 
Mr. Logon, It appears too, that both Mr. 
Locnn snd Mr. Hodgson acted in perfect good 
faith und openness, throughout the transaction, 
and that neither entertained the leant 
dovibt of the regularity of Iheir pro- 
ceedings. But all at once, owing ts somo 
comments, in the papers, or, to adopt the oEcied 
euphuism of lh» Lands Department, "the 
attention of tlie Secretary for Lands having beon 
called to a at&remeiit in one of the daily papers," 
the Government, or (be Secretary for Linda, 
becomes suddenly alive lo the dangerous conse- 
quences of allowing Mr. Hoilgson, or the com- 
pany ha represented., to introduce 500 possible 
compel^tors with a particular branch of tho 
labour roartcet] which recent agents had brought 
into peculiar prominence. The departmental 
machinery' is accordingly net in motion, nttd 
innumerable letters and minutes issue (here- 
from. One of these letters, bearing the signa- 
ture ol Mr. Vnder Secretary 1'iizpatriolt, calls 
the Acting Immigration Agent to summary 
account, and conveys the interpretation put by 
" Mr. Secretary Robertson" upon the Regula- 
tions above mentioned, in the particular case 
referred to. Sb far as this is concerned, Mt. 
Robertson's interpretation, roilly amounts to a 
species of ffuppleihenlaty regulation. The hon- 
orable. ^retitlemp.n , ^ nplninii. thus vicariouslv 
enunciated, is act forth in the following 
terms t— ■ '." * 

." Unon a referencu to die Immigration lleguSntiom 
the Secretary for Lattdg is clearly of opinion — - i. 

" lit.' That they do not warrant the course put- 
sued, 

>> End. That if they did in the letter, their whole 

' 3rn!"That'e l vch Il if we're otherwise'. In both re- 
spects, Bueh an enttaertlinaiy use o( the lie;! il- 
lations should not hove been made without 
the special sanction of the responsible Minister 
baring Asrge of the department; and 
. ■" -till. That tlie t'sct statea in the SKplanatlon given 
by vou~tba( Mr. Hodgson did not act only for 
tire company with which ha was connected, 
but also for four or dvo companies, each in all 
other reipetti competing with, and antsgoaistic 
to each other ; and who are known to bo in 
difficulty with their einploj/es— only, it leotne to 
, ' him, made it the more necessary that you 
should, as was done in the 'Donegal matter,' 
hive obiafticd seme apecial instructions." 
Mr, Eobertson, of cdutjo, is entitled to his 
opinion. And perhaps, as Secretary for Lands, 
he has the privilege— nay, for aught I know to 
iho contrary, it may be his bounden dutv— 
to assert, on certain occasions, that "black" 
menus "white," or that two and two tuaks-any- 
ihing rather than four. But to all who are not 
nwsrs of Mr. RoiettBou'B peculiar privileges 
and duties in this reapect, it will be (nBitter of 
astonishment to find, " upon reference" to these 
very 11 Immigration Regulations," that there 
are no grounds whatever for this extraordinary 
official dictum, or "interpretation," as it' ia 
called, of Mr. Robertson. Tho first ckuse of 
theee Regulations slates espressly that 

" Any person resident in the colony, who mayibo 
desirous of itilroduoing from the United Kinidbm 
inimigrsnts of lb v labourinr; clasrea, will be rermitled 
to do so on rnasing the following, deposits, rind sub|sct 
to the conditions hereinafter numed." 

^ The remaining clauses specify thtee condi- 
tions, and refer entirely to the rccoint and tranc- 
mianion of deposits, ini to tho lescrijuion of 
peretinfl who will be considered eligible under 
the regulations. There ia not a word capnble 
of belnp; distorted, even by Mr. Robertson him- 
self) into t iimitstitin of, or in any way defining 
the particular individuals or description of per- 
sons ihrough whom application is lo be mida 
in this colony or in GreatBriiain. Infact, such 
definition was clearly impossible, ivithout ' risk 
of injury 01 injustice lo tho clUs For whose 
benefit the system of assisted immigration was 
intended. Forma of application are appended 
to the regulations, equally general and indig- 
eiiminatc in their chawctof. Nor liaj 
any hreacli of the conditioris been allegad 
against, nor is it easy to conceive haw any sitoh 
breach could have been committed by, Jlr. 
Hodgson, at this early stage of the transac- 
tion. 

Mr. Robertson, indeed, or Mr. Filapatrlck for 
him, iironouncas in what is doubtless meant for 
an ex ealhedrti style, that tho tegulatioas " io 
not warrant the course puriucd," and "that if 
they did, i n the letter their whole spirit was 
opposed to if." Rut in what tbe peculiarity of 
"the course pursued" consisted, or ia what 
respect the spirit, of the regulations was 
departed from, there is nothing throughout the 
entire correspondence; to show. It is obvious, 
therefore, that (he Acting Immigration Agent 
had absolutely no alternative, Theie was no- 
thing in the circumstances of Mr. Hodgson's 
application which could hove led or justified 
Mr, Logan In regarding Mr. Hodgson's as a 
special ease. Not only were the Qover—rtont 
bound to accept Mi, Hodgson's deposit, but 
on payment thereof, they were equally bound 
to grant him tho required permission. It is 
tine that in a subsequent portion of the cor- 
respondence wo find it sot forth as a reason why 
Mr. HodgsDn's application ahould have been 
refused, that the emigrants, on whose behalf 
the application hid been made, wete to be 
nominated in England, and Mr. Ptbipatriek ae- 
coring It conveys to Mv. Hodgson a form,! fetti 
rantion that he is " directed; by the Secretary for 
Lands to stnte, that he Es of opinion that per- 
mission to introduce immigrants not nominated 
in the coloay, is contrary not only to the regu; 
lalions, hut to the spirit in which liic Immigration 
Veto ma granted by Parliament." Bat 
this is a palpabtfc' afterthought, und the 
honowiMBS of the subterfuge is shown 
by Mr. Logan, who, in self-vindicaJ 
utai, and to avoid the official storm, impendine 
over his devoted head, in judgment for his in 
capacity to antictpite the subtleties of Robcrtso- 
man tiitcrprelalion, refers to one of the firms of 
application abovemcniioned, marked B and' 
which had been expressly authorised « to be 
used, when the persons intended, to bo intro- 
duced are to be nominated in the United Kino--"

no pcater privileges or advantages had been 
granted to Mr. Hodgson than had been aecorded 
to other JipplicVinU in precisely parallel oases. 

So utterly untoneble indeed is Mr. Robert- 
son's position, and so ludicrously feeble , his 
objections, as t D convey the Impression, that the 
whole transactien is merely symbolic, and that 
ejier all nothing mere was intended than to 
publish Mr. Secretary Robertson as the "frierid 
of the people," .and adversary of capitalists 
and squatters. This object hiving bean duly 
attained, and the proper quantum of popularity 
eliminated, perhaps the matter may be allowed 
to drop. It is easy to see that Mr, Logan is 
safe. It was necessary under tbo circumstances 
tofind a ministerial scapogoat, but it was never 
intended to sacrifice him upon the altar of a 
mythical responsibility, or visit him wilh the 
consequences of a. fictitious blunder, 
Like the hero of a modem novel, Mr. 
Logan had Ms troubles and difficulties to 
overcome, but everyone foresees that hep-ill 
not bo overwhelmed, and that all will turn, out 
happily In the end. Mr. Hodgson, too, very 
properly, stands on the defensive, and betrays 
no symptoms of submitting to be bullied out of 
his rights. And though it appears that instruc- 
tions have been sent to the Emigration Com- 
missioners in England to prevent Mr. Hodg- 
son's application from taking effect, yet every 
one knows how easily such mattsra are- arranged 
at a distance, snd how little Governments, with 
powerful majorities at their back, need care for 
charges of inconsistency. The probability, 
therefore, is Hist Mr, Hodgson will carry his 
point. Rut if not, it is only a wrong done to a 
few individuals belonging to an odious and un- 
popular class. The wrong that may possibly 
be done to a number of intending emigrants 
• on ibe other' sido of the water need not bo 
taken into consideration, since, wide as the 
suffrage is in this colony, it does not extend to 
English labourers. 

However trifling litis mutter may seem, and 
however barren of result it may .ultimately 
prove, it suggests unpleasant reflections. It is 
bad enough to be governed by regulation's of 
the Executive Council, owing to the unwilling- 
ness or incupneity of our Legislative bodies to 
perforin Iheir functions properly. But here we 
bare the Executive Government making regu- 
lations, which a single Minister ' after- 
wards takes upon himself^ to nullify 
.by a. few strokes of the pea, in con- 
travention of tlio rights of a politics] oppo- 
nent. And Ibe Ministerial interposition is jue- 
Lined by a pretended exposition of tho spirit of 
a document which U destitute of all ambiguity, 
and of Farlinmentitry proceedings, of which no 
sulhorised record exists, and whose authority, 
so far as it is on record, when nppealed to 
against themselves, Ministers have been long 
accustomed to Iteat with profound, contempt. 
Where is this sort of tiling to end ? To tvhnl 
lengths inay T it not ho carried? Mr, Cowper 
(reals as ridiculous the idea of despotism under 
exiaiing institutions, Yet if [he mode of ad- 
ministering the Government adopted ia the case 
above referred, to is to prevail generally, Mr. 
Cowper himself end scarcely deny that our 
Oo-vemment must become either a despotism or 
a farce. .

As well might tbe British 
Parliament attempt to forbid the passage of cttolcta 
It must be remoiabered chat ibe 
it power to prevent the intro- 
beeolanywhetherdiaeasedar 
not, and when il is considered (hat there are ^im. 
mense tracts of country opnliecl fcr and waiting to be 
stocked, and which, according to the Waste Lands 
Act, mint be stocked within a certain specified time or 
forfeited, i( ia easy to forsee the disastrous conse- 
quences of aucb a law in ■ colony situated as this ia, 
if curried out In lbs loiter. I>uring the passage of 
the measure the condnet of Ministers was particularly 
uncompromising end unaccommodating, They would 
not listen (o any proposatof maicrlal amendment,; and 
eariv announced that If they were not armed with 
plenary pewera of exclusion, they would abandon tho 
bill. The Colonial Becretatr, too, Incurred a good 
deal orotjium hy descrlblnir a raoit influential petition 
which wait presented against Ihe bill as tho produc- 
tion of Sydney capitalist* and run hunters. In oon- 
siouence of this sneer, a member moved that the 
names attached to the petition ba read, when it turned 
cut that tbe doaumentwos signed by various colonists 
having large interests in the country, and by muty 
icsidents in New South Wales similarly situated. 
It was held to be peculiarly unwiac and unstates- 
manlike to meer at (lute who had invested much 
capital in Queensland, eimply because their place of 
residence was beyond it while as regards rua. 
hunters, the hen , e«ntlenian ought to hare remembered 
that if ihe previsions o( his own acts were honestly 
carried out, such a slats could not exist, Many per- 
sons think that tlio Governpiont, in deference to 
public feeling, wtll in any oaee abstain! from 
itsuing the proclamation which ia leottlied to bring 
the provisions of the act into operation, but whatever 
may be their intentions in this respect, the very fact 
that they have the power to do it must eiubirraas to 
a cosiiiuernble extent the operations of intending 
importera of cattle, 

Another unpopular act of the Sitecuttvc-haa been 
the appointmcntmcnt of Mr, Gore to the new tie. 
pertinent ef Lands and Works, This gentleman 
during his Parliamentary career has shown such aub- 
scrviehoy to the Ministers, that no one can believe in 
Ilis political independence. Tho very friends of the 
UOTemrnvnt regret that, even witb the limited choice 
left L'.icrj:, a bcLcor selection Vn ! ... not made. In the 
meantime, Mr, pore's re-eleetton for Warwick is- by 
no means sure, -In the event of bin defeat, his 
patrons may attempt to make all right hy sending 
him to the Council, although this would be directly 
in Ibctcelh of a resolution nf the AGBemblv-, which 
requires that lbs now Minister shall be n member of 
that House. Hovi-evfT, tbe Government is in the 
babit of getting over createt obstacles than this. 

Prom Wide Hay almost every mnii brings us some 
novelties in the news line. The last is nn account of 
a/rovea that bad occurred between the Police Magis- 
trate, Mr. John Kent, and Mr, Sberidsn, the hci.il of 
the Uuitams and Wner Police Magistrate a! that 
place. It appears that during the hearing of a case, 
the sen of air. Sheridan was to be examined as 
a wiinees, when his father objected, on the ground 
that lie did cot understand the obligation of an oath. 
Upon this, u most unseemly altercation ensued, which 
eventually proceeded eo tar that the P.M. ordered tbo 
constable* Co remove Mr. Sheridan from the courts as 
a dieLuiber of the proceedings. To avoid tills lin- 
dignity, the latter in the end withdrew. But the moat 
reprehensible part of the business is the ease out ot 
which the allegation arose. Il ia this : An inhabitant 
of Maryborough broujht Mr. Hirley, tbe Church ot 
linglund schoolmaster, before the court, charged with 
committing an assault cu his son — tho aliened assault 
conristing of a very slight caning, which, bv all ac- 
counts, the urchin bad richly merited. And yet for 
this attempt to enforce thq -trholesome discipline of 
his school, Mr. Hirley, who beats the charaerer of a 
most respectable and humane man, was sentenced by 
the Maryborough maclstrate lo a period ofxia weeks' 
imprisonment in Aliiabane gaol. The opinion

A VOICE FROM THE GOVNTRV. 
Titr Radons or tuR Qnosn. 
Tns Gieee Itiver emanates in or uenr JTevat Tomah, 
snd after a short course fells into the Hawkesbury. 
I) uring these twenty miles or upwards i(a bed, with a 
short exiention, is reft through mountains often 
abrupt, high, and inaccessible to tbe foot of man. 
Seme time since I described the scenery of " Oiose 
Head"— a most in snpropriate name, hy the way, as it 
is neither the beginning nor en dine; ol the stream, nor 
the moat lofty eminence wbich borders it.' After hav- 
ing looked down opoa this lovely vale the desire to 
deicend it was irresistible j that also was aenomplished 
in one place. Since then a better acquointan ce has 
been formed with tho vale. :For a while would I 
Iced the reader up this enchanting reft— would bring 
before him the einuiiitc scenery — the Eow or 
waters-lbs noiiss of birds. But how can words 
paint want even the brush would fail to reproduce 
with accuracy 

Per two a* three miles above the junction of. the 
river with the Hawkesbury, tha bsaks ate level, 
and, in part, under cultivation. "The Falla'r— a 
rapid In tb e atream- attest that ibe elevation ia rather 
above that of tie other river. ' 
scenery , this apol ia very " 
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decaying animal substances. Into tho clear, cool 
watera our horses deteendod stirrup high, and forded 
it to the opposite bank. Looking up the stream the 
setne waa tiuile inviting for ihe pencil, but there wis 
no time for delays, and, wending slone a narrow path, 
iho two forms, the last on that aide of the river, were 
passed, and we found ourselves beta-con hills which 
rose almost immediately from tbe water's edge. . 

It will be remembered that some time since, ihe 
Ohm* was surveyed to ascertain its tUneaa for railway 
constructions. While engaged in prosecuting these 
eliminations a narrow path waa constructed. This 
path we found much injured by li^ods, but aiill pass, 
ablej; it led us along the river'a bank— every step 
added to (he wildneaa of the scenery Tbe 
mountains gained in height and ruggcdnBas, 
towering up Aovo us, bristling wilh rocks 
a of the ' stream 
more tortuous, often 

uid struggled over 
a bebitlug noise 
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rewarded the excursion, snd held out a promiao for 
futuie investigations, but, on the whale, the plants 
were similar to those some Svc or eight hundred foet 
above them. 

At length Springwood was gaiaed, oi st least its 
junction with tbe Grose ; to rise ; un this was im- 
possible, although we much wished it, for, as tbe 
scene Of some of tbe explorations of the lite Allan 
Cunningham, it waa regarded as classic ground. 

Xtuggcd boulders are piled rdong'Ks coutse,' winch 
is cleft through, the hill side. Jktuch further than, 
this we did nut go, tbe little path growing cyeu inoro 
roeky and uneven, tbe Qooda naving- Washed the 
loose portions away ,leaving a number ofiBberp. pieces, 
of stone which quickly removed . two shoes troju ray 
home's feet. 

About ihia time came a rEouest that I should pro- 
cure some butanicsl specimens which Mr, Cunning- 
ham referred to Spring wood as the habitat of. My 
usual m kind guide was applied 'to, and a lit Lie party 
organized. 

Again wc forded (be river, now much abridged in 
its volnms by tho drought, snd struck a path lending 
up thn fece Df the range; sterility reigned supreme, 
tbe BondsKme debris produoiag scrub plentifully, but, 
as it was not ia bloom, this lather heightened than 
lessened its barren nppcarancc, The Jfaoro^eiae'a 
jjJirah'r grew plentifully, and as usual adorned the 
scene. We were directed in Dur steps by survoyc-rs' 
maths. ; a line of survey having been led up this spur. 
At lengih. our loader conducted ua to tlie edge of a 
clitfl We Blood on an elevation far above tlie river, 
above Oiose" Head , with the tortuous vala tin one 
side, and on (he other its waters Slowed in a course 
straight ea an artitlcial canal, Views of the Ehins 
were recalled in tracing this extensive and grand 
scenciy. Farms could be distinguished on the banks 
of the canai-saeam, but on (be other hand rose the 
" everlasting hills," latntflrd till they recalled I a 
friend's description of (wo binds, the Hugers alter- 
nately crossing^ die water winding between ilium ; 
wcoda eclourcu their sleep sides, or clirTs bioken and 
cracked looked eailaome&tsnt.hand had beccr playing 
at inaeoniy. 

Mounted on a rock, we traced, in the far diatnnes, 
the most prominent buildings ia Sydney, the Heads, 
end s steamer's smoke, and then, bidding adieu to 
civ lliaaiian, turned into the paddy scrub, t) or goal 
waa the high land above Spring wood, dDivn whose 
cliffs wa honed to iind some accessible way. 

tfow began the difficulties or the exclusion, the 
dense undergrowth bid to be forced through, an ihiek 
was it that.at^a horse'e length ivc lost sight of each 
other ; where wa were going It was impossible for 
any one to see, hi fact, tbe whole attention was cen- 
tered on preserving dress and skin from jagged twin 
snd thorny tmifir creepers. Having perfect confl. 
donee in our loader's bush lore, devotion lo the cause 
of (ciEnce, and kindly patience, we^el!" felt ourselves 
safe under his leadership, and rather 'laughed over' 
our niisfoi tunes, lint tiro lndca of such struggling 
und tedious progression had not brought us to our 
destination, and a council of war being tailed, the 
general voice was in favour of return, and out steps 
were therefore retraced, leaving Springwsod still a 
tena incognita, to be explored at some future period 

Since then bush hies have swept away the greater 
part of thie forest, charred stems and ashes are : all 
that remain nf the cremation of that scrub 
which- ptcved so obstruc(ing tn us ; when 
the tain Bhall have washed them it may 
be safe to venture through this standinB 
army of blacks. Having descended the mountain we 
followed the vale about ball a mils to a line' green 
sword, shadowed by high trees near Che river and 
watered by a little stream, then shruiik Into occa- 
sional pools. Hera we enjoyed a hard-earned meal 
snd bush tea, which a thoughtful member of .our 
party lied provided,' and the good fsre prepared by 
her kind lianda tended to restore our spent energies, 
and recoil the (lagging laugh and flow of conversa- 
tion. 

In the South Kurrajono; grow three species of the 
£'-. >. . known locslly by tbe uncfrhoiiLous title 
of !' ltattlctrap," probably having reference to the 
shaking of the seeds In the rioe pod, I allude to this 
tree new lo call the attention of botanists to a curious 
fact, with which, in all probability, they may bs 
already acquainted, although it does not succa gener- 
ally recognised, that this tree changes its leaves at 
distant periods— not annually, nor do oil drop their 
foliage at the eame time. Thus there Is nowiwitbla 
sight of each other, one In full leaf and bloom, one 
bare, another just covering with young foliage. A 
similar propensity has been observed in these trees 
crowing on tho ranges above the Wollondiilv and 
llenima Iilvers, Dr, Fleming, in hia work on •"' Tlie 
Temperature of the Seasons," refers to trees tha leaves 
of which be designates jj'erjirtrnf, and his remarks in 
some imcasure apply to the Brachy chiton, biit not 
entirely so, sb he suppose* the tree to be "Vadmlly 
denuded and supplied, eo as never to be left desti- 
tute ot foliage.
